THE PRINCIPAL REASON 
why I find it necessary to reject 
the Revised Standard Version is 
the fact that many passages, 
particularly in the Old Testament, 
have been altered for no visible 
reason except to get rid of the 
evidence for the prediction of the 
deity of Christ. 


In about a thousand places the 
RSV Old Testament contains 
footnotes stating that the -text 
has been changed from what we 
find in our Hebrew manuscripts. 
In two-thirds of these, evidence 
from versions is alleged, and even 
this is often extremely question- 
able. In one-third there is no evi- 
dence at all for the change. 


It would be interesting to go 
through the speeches and writ- 
tings of the apostles to see what 
was the basis on which they 
argued that Christ was what He 
claimed to be. Anyone who 
has never looked into this matter 
will be amazed to see how often 
they rest their argument upon the 
claim that the Person’ and 
Work of Christ were exactly what 
One might expect, if he knew 
what had been predicted many 
centuries earlier by the Old Tes- 
ment writers. Whenever this argu- 
ment is used in the New Testa- 
ment, the RSV contains a footnote 
referring to the Old_ Testa- 
ment passage involved. Yet, time 
after time, when one looks up 
the passage in the RSV Old Testa- 
ment, he finds that it has been 
translated, by decision of the same 
group (for the eéntire RSV 
committee passed on all changes 


in either Testament), in such aj} 


way as to contradict the New 
Testament quotation and thus 
destroy the entire force of the 
argument for the deity and work 
of Christ. 


Did Christ’s Body See 
Corruption? 

In Acts 2:27 the apostle Peter 
quotes Psalm 16:10 as proof that 
David had predicted the bodily 
resurrection of Christ: In the RSV 
New Testament we find the verse 
quoted as follows: “For thou wilt 
not abandon my soul to Hades, 
nor let thy Holy One see corrup- 
tion.” The same verse is quoted by

Spurgeon, Too, Suffered Be- 
cause He Came Out and 
Would Not Fellowship in 

An Organization In- 

cluding Modernists 
I have just been reading again 
part of the four-volume autobiog- 
raphy of Charles H. Spurgeon, 
prepared by his wife, but most 
of the material written by Spur- 
geon himself. Because of the 

“downgrade movement”. the then 

current term for modernism, un- 

belief in the virgin birth, the 
blood atonement, deity of Christ, 
infallible inspiration of the Bible, 
etc., Charles H. Spurgeon felt 
compelled to lead the Metropol- 
itan Tabernacle in withdrawing 
from the Baptist Union of Great 
Britain and Ireland. The council 
of the Baptist denomination met 
and voted a censure of Spurgeon 
and only seven men of all voted 
in favor of Spurgeon’s noble act, 
so clearly taught in the Bible, in 
refusing to associate in religious 
work with unbelievers. Surprising- 
Jy enough, it seems to us now, the 
greatest soul winner of his time, 
the greatest defender of the faith 
and champion of Jesus Christ and 
the Bible, was slandered, misrepre- 
sented, and accused by his Baptist 
brethren, because he would not 
keep company with infidels pre- 
tending to be Christians! But Spur- 
geon came out and never went 


back into the denomination which 


included modernists.

I know how Spurgean felt. We 
have lost hundreds, and I suppose 
thousands of subscriptions because 
of our stand against yoking up 
with unbelievers, the lifelong con- 
stand from which 
we have never wavered, Dr. Gra- 
ham’s paid workers have system-

pounds, taking care of the im- 
mediate needs. 
God does not leave Himself 


without witness. We are glad to 
wait on God. And whatever re- 
proach there is to being true to 
Christ, we welcome it. Spurgeon’s 
God is our God.

A Chariot and Horses of 


You remember’ that Elijah 
walked by Elisha in the field and 
threw his mantle over him; Eli- 
sha left the field and followed 
Elijah. Now we don’t know how 
long, but for quite a time after 
that Elisha went with the older 
prophet and watched him, helping 
and learning. as he went. Of 
course the miracles that were 
done were possible only in the 
power of God, and Elisha wanted 
that power. Elijah himself knew 
that he wasn’t to live too long, and 
that Elisha was to take his place. 

In the second chapter of II 
Kings we read the story of Eli- 
jah’s unique trip to Heaven and 
Elisha’s receiving the power of 
God. 

Now the Lord let Elijah know 
that He was about to take him 
up to Heaven by a whirlwind, and 
the final testing of Elisha began. 
The older prophet took Elisha 
with him from Gilgal, and then 
said, ‘“Tarry here, I pray thee 
'Wait here, please|, because the 
Lord has sent me to Bethel.’ 
And Elisha answered, ‘As the 
Lord liveth and as thy soul liveth 
[As sure as you are alive], I 
will not leave you.” So they both 
went on to Bethel together. 

Now at Bethel were some of the 
sons of the prophets, or a school 
of preachers. And these young 
prophets came out to meet Elisha 
to say, “Did you know that the 
Lord will take away your master 
‘or boss| from your head today?” 
And Elisha answered, .“‘Yes, I 
know it. Hold your peace [Be 
quiet |!” 

Again Elijah said to Elisha, 
“Wait here. The Lord has sent 
me to Jericho.” And Elisha re- 
peated, “As the Lord liveth and 
as thy soul liveth, I will not leave 
thee.” And so they came _ to 
Jericho together. A second” time 
the sons of the prophets came 
to Elisha and said, “Did you know 
that the Lord will take away 
Elijah from you today?” And Eli- 
sha assured them, “Yes, I know 
it. Be quiet!” 

The third time Elijah said to 
Elisha, “Tarry, I pray thee, here; 
for the Lord has sent me to 
Jordan.” The younger man Elisha 
insisted that he would not leave 
him as long as the Lord remained 
and Elijah was still alive. So the 
two men went on together. 

Now fifty of these young 
preachers, or sons of the prophets, 
stood a long way off. watching, 
while these twe stood by the 
Jordan River. And Elijah took 
his mantle, the mantle he had 
thrown over Elisha at his anoint- 
ing, rolled it together and_ hit 
the water with it. And just as 
the water had stood up on each 
side in the Red Sea to help the 
escaping Israelites leave Egypt, 
just so the waters stood up to 
let Elijah and Elisha cross the 
Jordan River on dry land! 

When the two prophets had 
crossed the river, Elijah turned 
to Elisha and said, “Now I am 
going to Heaven. What would you 
like me to do for you before I 
am taken away from you?” We 
know Elisha had been thinking 
several days about this very thing 
and he already knew what he 
wanted. His thinking was bold, 
his plans were bold, and his re- 
quest was almost arrogant. He 
said, “Let a double portion of 
your spirit fall on me, I pray 
thee.” He showed great faith, 
didn’t he? He asked for extra 
ordinary power to serve God, and 
God always honors such faith. 

Elijah answered, “You have ask- 
ed a hard thing. If you see me 
when I am taken from you, you 
can have it. But if you do not 
see me go to Heaven, you will not 
get it.” 

So the two went on together, 
talking as they went. Suddenly 
there appeared a chariot and 
horses of fire that came between

the two prophets and-Elijah went 
up in the chariot by a whirlwind 
into Heaven. Elisha was left sud- 
denly alone. As he had seen this 
marvelous sight, he cried, “My 
father, my father, the chariot of 
Israel and its horses.” And he 
saw nothing more. 

Elisha, now the prophet leader, 
picked up Elijah’s mantle from 
the ground where it had fallen, 
and went back to the Jordan 
River. He was ready for the first 
test of the promised power. He 
had fulfilled the conditions: now 
he was to prove the results. He 
took the mantle of Elijah, wrap- 
ped it as he had seen his master 
do, hit the water as Elijah had 
struck it and shouted, ‘Where 
is the Lord God of Elijah?” And 
when he hit the water in faith, 
the water stood up on each side 
as it had done at the stroke of 
Elijah, his master! And Elisha 
walked back on dry land. When 
the fifty sons of the prophets 
from their far-off position saw 
Elisha, they said, “The power of 
Elijah has really fallen on Eli- 
sha!” And they came to meet 
him and bowed down to him. 

But these prophets, seeing all 
that they had, and being told 
beforehand that Elijah was going 
to Heaven, still had their doubts. 
To Elisha they said, ‘‘There are 
fifty men of us. Let us all go and 
look for Elijah. Maybe the Lord 
took him and let him down on 
the top of some mountain or in 
some valley. Maybe he hasn’t gone 
to Heaven after all!” Elisha said, 
“No, you must not look for him.” 
These men were not easily dis- 
suaded and begged and _ urged 
him till he was ashamed and final- 
ly let them search. So for three 
days all fifty men scoured the 
country looking for Elijah. Of 
course they couldn’t find him. 
When they came back to Jericho 
to report to Elisha that Elijah 
had not been found, he gave that 
aggravating answer, “I told you 
so!” He said, “Did I not say unto 
you, ‘Go not!’ ” 

So Elisha. was established as 
the prophet of the Lord and with 
the double portion of the Spirit 
given him began a lifetime of 
miracles: the healing of the spring 
of water; the bears called out of 
the woods to tear the disrespect- 
ful young people; the miracle of 
the increase of the widow’s oil 
to meet their debts; the promise 
of. the -baby to the Shunammite 
woman and the raising of the 
same child from the dead; the 
healing of Naaman, the leper; the 
miraculous healing of the poison- 
ous soup; the floating lost ax 
head and other miracles. 

For every recorded miracle of 
Elijah, it seems there is a similar 
one by Elisha, often with some 
greater difficulty, and there were 
many miracles performed by Eli- 
sha not of a type performed by 
his predecessor. We read accounts 
in the Bible of eight major mir- 
acles by Elijah and sixteen major 
miracles by Elisha, a wonderful 
illustration of the double portion 
of the Spirit of God that Elijah 
had. had. 

Every Christian, even some- 
times a boy or girl, needs the 
power of the Holy Spirit in his 
life to be able to serve the Lord. 
We have a right to ask,the Lord 
for that filling with power which 
Elisha asked for in faith and re- 
ceived because of that faith.

Liberty and Catholicism 


Recently I conducted a revival 
campaign at a church in a leading 
Michigan city. Shortly before my 
meeting, the church had issued 
a warning in their weekly bulletin 
relative to a coming city election, 
lamenting about the growing 
Catholic power in local, state and 
national government, A few days 
Jater the church received a tele- 
gram from the “State Fair Elec- 
tion Practices Commission,” a 
special committee appointed by 
the Democrat governor of Michi- 
gan, “Soapy” Williams, a political 
liberal. The telegram said in part: 

“WE REPUDIATE IN NO UN- 
CERTAIN TERMS EVERY AP- 
PEAL WHETHER THROUGH 
CAMPAIGN LITERATURE OR 
FROM THE PLATFORM TO RA- 
CIAL AND RELIGIOUS PREJU- 
DICE. A POLITICAL GROUP 
MAKING USE OF SUCH BIGOT- 
ED ATTACKS HAS NO PLACE 
ON THE AMERICAN SCENE. 
ANY CANDIDATE WHO RE- 
FERS SNEERINGLY OR 
SLIGHTINGLY TO AN OP- 
PONENT’S RELIGION OR 
RACE DISQUALIFIES HIM- 
SELF FOR A POSITION OF 
TRUST IN OUR GOVERN 
MENT.” 

The mayor, police chief, sheriff 
and other local leaders vocifer- 
ously berated the church for their 
action. 

Yet a few months before, in an- 
other Micnigan city not far from 
this one, a Protestant pastor was 
speaking to his congregation on 
the subject of Roman Catholicism 
when three Roman _ Catholic 
priests and about 30 or 40 Roman 
Catholic laymen, including a. local 
off-duty police lieutenant, entered 
the church and deliberately broke 
up the meeting by shouting and 
creating noise and confusion. The 
meeting had to be cancelled. 
Police were called but would not 
give any assistance or make any 
arrests. Later at the police sta- 
tion, authorities refused even to 
read the state statute regarding 
“interruption of a religious as- 
sembly” (Sec. 169). Local news- 
papers refused to report the inci- 
dent, claiming that it had no news 
value. 

All of this would be in line with 
a statement printed in Cwilta 
Cattolica, the leading Jesuit organ 
in the world, in its April, 1948, 
issue: “The Roman Catholic 
Church, convinced, through its di- 
vine prerogatives, of being the on- 
ly true church, must demand the 
right of freedom for herself alone, 
because such a right can only be 
possessed by truth, never by er- 
ror.” | 

Pope Leo XIII, in his encyclical 
of November 1, 1885, declared: 
“All Catholics must make them- 
selves felt as active elements in 
daily political life in the coun- 
tries where they live. They must 
penetrate, wherever possible, in 
the administrations of civil af- 
fairs, All Catholics should do all 
in their power to cause the consti- 
tution of the states and legislation 
to be modeled on the principles of 
the true Church,” by which he 
meant the Roman Catholic 
Church, of course. =

I have come, thank God, to 
where I believe I could stand 
up and vote my convictions, if 
I were the one lonely man on 
my side of the question. | re- 
call one instance when one 
man and one only stood up and 
voted with me. I confess that 
it is more pleasant to be with 
the majority than with the 
minority, but the joy of tak- 
ing a conscientious stand and 
feeling that you are right is 
far greater than the thrill of 
multitudes who agree with 
you. 

- ] most certainly do not com- 
pare my humble battles with 
those of men concerning whom 
I now write. But I have read 
of Luther who at one time was 
so utterly friendless that one 
historian speaks of him as “a 
lone fox, chased by the whole 
pack of the countryside.” I 
cannot forget that Wesley. was 
denied a church in which he 
might preach and was forced 
to make a platform and pulpit 
of his father’s tombstone. He 
died an Episcopalian but the 
problem, when he died, was to 
find an Episcopal clergyman 
who would conduct his funer- 
al, I might tell the story of 
friendless John Knox and 
Savonarola and scores of other 
immortals of the centuries 
whose friends, if they had 
any, deserted or stood dumb, 
as Peter, who denied Christ 
outside Pilate’s court. They

short-winded, wouldn’t they? 

“Well, the same thing occurs 
when athletes smoke, For they in- 
hale a lot of carbon monoxjde in 
the incomplete combustion of the 
tobacco and cigaret paper. 

“Carbon monoxide kills the oxy- 
gen-carrying power of the red 
blood corpuscles. 

“Oh, the corpuscles are still 
flowing along in the blood. But 
they are now ‘fixed’ so they can- 
not pick up oxygen as they pass 
through the lungs. 

“They are thus no more help- 
ful to the athlete than the red 
blood cells that he might donate 
by a blood transfusion. 

‘“‘Heavy smoking can even pro- 
duce a 10 per cent saturation of 
hemoglobin with dangerous carbon 
monoxide. 

“Actually, tests have shown that 
only 3 per cent carbon monoxide 
in the blood will also reduce your 
acuteness of vision and your depth 
of perception, so eye experts warn 
against the hazard of tobacco for 
auto drivers. 

“Imagine how much more dan- 
gerOus the effects are on the run- 
ner or swimmer whose heart de- 
mands every bit of oxygen possi- 
ble. 

“You athletes are thus penaliz- 
ing your hearts when you smoke 
(so be fair to that wonderful 
‘motor’ of your human chassis). 

“Furthermore, smoke _ irritates 
the lining of the windpipe and 
lungs. 

“With irritation, more fluid oc- 
curs, as you may recall when you 
got blisters on your palms from 
unfamiliar hard work. 

“The same excess secretion af 
fluid occurs in the lungs. But oxy- 
gen must pass across those lung 
membranes! 

“Tf a thicker layer of fluid sepa- 
rates the blood capillaries from 
the air space of the lungs, obvious- 
ly, the transfer of oxygen is 
slowed down, 

“This thickening of fluids also 
explains why smokers have chron- 
ic coughs until they often think 
they have chest tuberculosis. . 

“And if you are in a crisis, as 
during a heart attack, and your 
blood needs a lot of oxygen quick- 
ly, then this thicker fluid layer 
may even tip the scales in favor 
of the Grim Reaper.” 

The above outlines just a few 
more reasons why every smoker 


is a sucker!

St. Paul in Acts 13:35. The whole 
point of the quotation is in the 
word “corruption.” Yet when we 
turn back the pages of the RSV 
to Psalm 16:10 (the verse that 
is indicated in the footnote of 
both of these passages), we find 
it there translated in such a way 
as to indicate that Peter and Paul 
were quite mistaken in thinking 
that David had predicted a resur- 
rection. The keyword “corrup- 
tion” disappears, and the RSV 
Old Testament renders the verse 
this way: “For thou dost not give 
me up to Sheol, or let. thy 
godly one see the Pit.” This 
completely destroys the force of 
Peter’s and Paul’s argument, and 
makes them appear to have ut- 
terly misunderstood the Old Test- 
ament. The RSV does not even 
bother to indicate in a footnote 
the fact that it has made so 
far-reaching a change! 

What evidence did the trans- 
lators consider sufficient to war- 
rant such a vital alteration? On 
What ground did they introduce 
such confusion into the relation 
between the Old and New Testa- 
ments? It is hard to avoid the 
conclusion that the change was 
the result of their theological 
views, even though, if questioned, 
they would claim to have a philo- 
logical warrant for it. 

It all hinges on the meaning of 
the Hebrew word shachath, which 
the King James Version here rend- 


ers as “corruption,” while the RSV 
substitutes “Pit.” The Greek 
translation Known as the Sep- 


tuagint, which was made at about 
200 B.C., translates it “pit” in 
two places where it occurs, and 


Why | Cannot Accept the R.S.V. 


“corruption” in eight. Surely we 
would expect the Jews who trans- 
lated the Old Testament into 
Greek in the second century be- 
fore the time of Christ to know 
more about the meaning of an 
ancient Hebrew word than we 
know today. On what ground does 
the RSV throw aside this evidence, 
contradict the Septuagint, and 
make Peter and Paul appear to 
rest their argument on a false 
“translation? 

From a_ philological viewpoint 
the only possible ground would 
be the assumption that the woyd 
shachath could not possibly have 
two such different meanings. 
Yet in English and in every other 
language, there are numerous in- 
stances where words from dif- 
ferent roots have so developed as 
to become identical in form, 
and yet to be used with two 
or more distinct meanings. Any 
motorist knows how confusing 
it is when sometimes a turn to 
the right can be a wrong turn, 
while a turn to the left would be 
right. Thus, Did you turn right?” 
could be answered both “yes” 
and ‘‘no”’ and both answers would 
be true. In every language such 
ambiguities are common. But the 
RSV editors assume that if the 
word shachath sometimes means 
“pit,” then it can never mean 
“corruption,” Peter, Paul, and the 


Septuagint translators: notwith- 
standing.

Can Jesus Be Addressed 
As God? 


Hebrews 1:8 reads in the RSV: 
“But of the Son he says, Thy 
throne, O God, is fer ever and 
ever, the righteous sceptre is the 
sceptre of thy kingdom.” This 
is ‘a. literal’ quotation of the 
Hebrew of Psalm 45:6. Yet there 


the first part of the verse is. 


translated, contrary to normal 
Hebrew usage: “Your divine 
throne endures for ever and ever. 
Your royal sceptre is a seceptre of 
equity.” The literal rendering, 
which would correspond to the 
New Testament quotation, is 
simply mentioned in a footnote: 
“Or your throne is a throne of 
God, or your throne, O God.” 
Neither the reading in the text 
nor the first suggestion in the 
footnote has any warrant at all, 
aside from a dislike on the part 
of the translators of addressing 
Christ as God. This dislike is 
also shown by the RSV New Test- 
ament translators, who put a 
footnote at Hebrews 1:8: “Or God 
is thy throne.” 

Only a determination to oppose 


any recognition of the fact that 
Jesus is actually God could 
produce these results in both 
Testaments of the RSV. 


Nor is this an isolated instance. 
The- Beok of Hebrews .is filled 
with quotations from the Old 
Testament. It is shocking to see 
how differently most of them are 
rendered in the RSV Old Testa- 
ment. 


Isaiah Fifty-Three 

The description of 
demptive work in the _ passage 
that runs from Isaiah 52:12 to 
the end of Isaiah 53 contains a 
summary statement near its be- 
ginning (in Isaiah 52:15): “He 
shall sprinkle many nations.” 
Peter indicated the fulfillment of 
this in I Peter 1:1, 2 where he 
referred to people of many nations 
as being saved through “sprink- 
ling of the blood of Jesus Christ.” 
The RSV Old Testament changes 
“sprinkle” to ‘“‘startle’ with a 
footnote which says: “The mean- 
ing of the Hebrew word is un- 
certain.” 

Actually there is 
certain about it. It is absolutely 
certain that this word means 
“sprinkle” in Hebrew and it is so 
translated in the RSV itself in a 
score of instances. There is no 
real evidence that it ever meant 
“startle.” This decision ~ of the 
RSV to select a rendering which is 
contradicted by at least twenty 
uses of the Hebrew word itself 
betrays a theological pre-supposi- 
tion which would deny the pos- 
sibility of Isaiah’s predicting that 
people could be saved through 
“sprinkling of the blood of Jesus 
Christ.”

Was Jesus Born of a Virgin? 


In the first chapter of the New 
Testament we read that when 
Joseph was thinking of putting 
away his betrothed wife on ac- 
count of ther condition, .an angel 
of the Lord appeared to him in 
a dream, telling him the Holy 
Ghost had caused her -to con- 
ceive a Son who would be ealled 
Jesus. Despite the fact’ that 
the RSV ends the quotation of the 
angel’s words with Matthew 
1:21, it seems reasonable to con- 
sider that verses 22 and 23 are 
also part of what the angel said, 
Since verse 24 tells of Joseph’s 
obedience when he awoke from 
sleep. Whether this is the case 
or not, the verses state that the 


| virgin birth of Christ had been 


predicted by Isaiah, who lived 
seven hundred years before Christ. 

In Matthew 1:22-23a, the RSV 
translates as follows: “All this 
took place to fulfill what the Lord 
had spoken by _ the _ prophet: 


‘| Behold a virgin shall conceive and 


bear a son,’ Yet in Isaiah 
7:14 the RSV says, “Behold a 
young woman shall conceive and 
bear a son,” thus reducing the 
New Testament quotation to non- 
sense. 

Why does the RSV here change 
the word “virgin” to “young 
woman’? Is there any proof that 


it does not mean ‘virgin? Since 


this particular Hebrew word is 
used less than ten times in the 
Old Testament it is difficult to 
prove its meaning on the basis

of usage. It occurs in Genesis 24:- 
43 where Abraham’s servant prays 
to the Lord to lead him to the 
young woman who should be 
Isaac’s bride. Surely in this case 
there is nothing to prove that 
the word means anything other 
than a virgin. There is no occur- 
rence of the word in which it 
can be proved that the woman 


referred to was not a virgin. The 


Septuagint, translating Isaiah 7:14 
in the second century before the 
time of Christ, rendered it by the 
specific Greek word for virgin. 
Why are we not justified in be- 
heving that the Septuagint trans- 
lators knew what the word 
meant? Only a determination not 
to believe that Isaiah could pre- 
dict the virgin birth of Christ 
ean account for the conclusion 
that Isaiah 7:14 should not contain 
the idea of a virgin birth. 

If we follow the idea of these 
and various other passages, 
that the Old Testament should 
generally be rendered in such a 
way as to contradict the New 
Testament quotations and to in- 
validate the arguments that the 
New Testament founds upon 
them, we utterly destroy the unity 
of the Bible. Could anyone 
translate in such a way, unless 
he were convinced that the Bible 
is not a book that God has given 
for the guidance of His people, 
but merely a record of the erron- 
eous and fallible thoughts and 
No scientific 
evidence requires 
such a view. 

Merely to change “young 
woman” to “virgin” in Isaiah 7:14 
would not greatly alter the situa- 
tion but this is only one among 
many instances of removal from 
the RSV Old Testament of what 
Christians have always regarded 
as predictions of Christ. 


Is Jesus God, or Did He Have 
An Origin? 


Micah 5:2 contains the predic- 
tion quoted in Matthew = § 2%6, 
that Christ would be born in 


3ethlehem. The last line of the 
verse is translated in the RSV by 
the words, ‘‘whose origin is from 


of old, from ancient days.’ The 
King James Version uses. the 
words ‘goings forth” (plural) 


where the RSV says “origin.” 

A little thought will show what 
a difference it makes to our 
Christian belief whether Christ 
is described as one whose “goings 
forth” (plural) occurred in ancient 
times, or whether He had an 
“origin.” Christians have always 
believed that Christ is the Second 
Person of the Trinity ,and was 
never created, but is Himself the 
Creator. The RSV translation de- 
nies this and makes Him a created 
being, thus flatly denying His 
deity. 

The King James Version rend- 
ers the Hebrew word literally. 
Other forms of the noun and of 
the corresponding verb are fre- 
quently translated literally in the 
RSV, also. The eéxact form 
used here (feminine plural) occurs 
in only one other place in the 
Bible in that form, and there the 
RSV does not translate it as “or- 
igin.”’ There is no reason what- 
ever for changing “goings forth” 
to “origin” in Micah 5:2 except 
the anti-Christian theological pre- 
supposition of the translators, 

Another form of the same root 
occurs in Psalm’ 121:8, where 
the RSV _ translates. it literally 
as “going out.’ But had it been 
consistent and followed the same 
procedure as it did in the Micah 
passage, the RSV would have said, 
“The Lord will keep your 
origin and your coming in from 
this time forth and forevermore.” 
And this does not make sense. 


Is Jesus the Son of God? 


Another illustration of the fact 
that this version presents what 
its translators think the Bible 
ought to say, instead of what the 
original actually says, is found in 
Psalm 2:12. This is a wonderful 
Messianic Psalm. Acts 13:33 and 
Hebrews “1:5 quote the latter part 
of its seventh verse, “Thou art 
my Son, this day have I begotten 
thee,” as a-prediction of Christ. 
Its last verse begins with the 
words, “Kiss the Son.” But here 
the RSV abandons the translation 
“son,” substituting “his ‘feet.’ 


Why is this change introduced?’ 


As is indicated by’ the notation 
“Cn” in the RSV footnote, there 
is no basis in the original for the 
reading, “his feet.’”” Why abandon 
the word “Son,” especially since

it has already occurred in verse 
7? In answer to this question the 
RSV translators would point out 
that a different word is used here 
than in verse 7, which contains 
ben, the common Hebrew word 
for “son.”’ Here the word is bar. 
There is a Hebrew noun bar which 
means “corn,” and a Hebrew ad- 
jective bar which means “pure.” 
Obviously neither of these would 
make sense in the verse. However, 
Aramaic, a related language, has 
a word bar which means “son.” 
and this fits the context perfectly, 
particularly in view of verse 7. 
Yet this interpretation is not only 
discarded by the RSV—it is not 
even mentioned in a footnote. 
Why should it be considered 
impossible that the Psalm would 
use an Aramaic word? The He- 
brews had many contacts with the 
Aramaeans and there is no reason 
why an Aramaic word should not 
occasionally be used in Hebrew, 
just as French or German words 
are occasionally used in English. 
Moreover, even though David is 
writing a prediction of the 
rising of kings and nations against 
Christ, it would be natural for 
him to think also of the hostile 


kings around him who had _ been 
forced to submit to his control. 
Most of these kings spoke Ara- 


maic, and it would be quite natural 
to use a word in their own lang- 
uage in addressing them, just as 
the German word Fuehrer was 
widely ‘ised in English in referring 
to Hitler during World War II, « 

the Russian word Sputnik in re- 
ferring to the artificial satellites 
that the Russians put into orbit. 
To clinch the argument, we note 
that the very word bar,. which 
the RSV refuses even to mention 
in this context where it would be 
a further reference to Jesus 
as the Son of God, is three times 
translated “son” in the RSV it- 
self, in the midst of the Hebrew 
of Proverbs 31:2, where no ques- 
tion of Messianic prediction is in- 
volved.

out blessings on every hand out 
of His mercy, then not to love God 
is the basest ingratitude, inex- 
cusable and criminal. And last of 
_ all, if the love of this eternal 
God and Creator and Upholder is 
so great toward us that He would 
give His only begotten Son to die 
for us, and give us His Word to 
tell us about it, and send us His 
pleading Holy Spirit to seek us, 
then for a man not to love God 
would mean that he is so crim- 
inally debased and wicked that 
only the eternal torment of a 
damned soul would be his proper 
end and reward! 


And all these suppositions above 
are true. There is a great God 
who made us. He loves us and 
provides for us. “Every good gift 
and every perfect gift is from 
above, and cometh down from the 
Father of lights, with whom is no 
variableness, neither shadow of 
turning” (James 1:17). He gave 
His Son to die for us. His all- 
enveloping, over-brooding love sur- 
rounds us with mercies as many 
as the sands of the seas, as fresh 
every day as the morning dew, as 
fragrant as the breath of a flower! 
God calls us, warns us, seeks us, 
pleads with us! He offers free 
pardon for our sins, peace for our 
minds, Heaven for our home, He 
offers joy instead of sorrow, rest 
instead of .burdens, salvation in- 
stead of condemnation, everlasting 
life instead of everlasting death. 
Life itself is His gift. Food is His 
bounty. Health is His present. He 
gives the power to get wealth. 

The love of mother and father, 
of sweetheart, of wife, of baby, 
of dear friend—these are but the 
faint reflection of His great love. 


God is light, and so there is no 
light but comes from His pres- 
ence. The sun, moon and stars 
shine only because He said, “Let 
there be light.” Just so, God is 
love, and there is no love but 
comes because God planned it 
and willed it. His love is so abun- 
dant that He pours it through ev- 
ery channel to the heart of every 
human being He has created and 
sustained and purchased. Oh, the 
love of God! How man ought to 
love God! It ought to be the most 
natural thing in the world for a 
human being to adore the Creator, 
to delight in Him, to seek Him, to 
praise Him. He is altogether love- 
ly and the fairest of ten thousand. 
One who does not love God is to 
be branded as an awful sinner de- 
serving only of death and torment 
and headed for the ruin which is 
his due! So the Bible teaches. 

The first and greatest com- 
mandment is, “Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with allke-thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind” (Matt. 22:37, 
38). This includes the first section 
of the Ten Commandments. Jesus 
also said, “And the second is like 
unto it.” Again we are told that 
“Tove is the fulfilling of the law” 
(Rom. 13:10). The wise preacher 
with the highest that human phi- 
losophy could attain, in Ecclesias- 
tes 12:13 said, “Fear God, and 
keep his commandments: for this 
is the whole duty of man.”

ological basis at all. It is only a 
guess on the part of the transla- 
tors, and would seem to be the 
result of a prejudice against the 
idea that the psalmist predicted 
that Christ would be the Son of 
God. 


Conclusion 


These and other instances of 
similar character lead me to feel 
that the RSV is a very harmful 
book, and is far from being a 
dependable translation of the 
Bible. It frequently departs from 
the original text, sometimes with- 
out even a footnote to indicate 
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Why | Cannot Accept the R.S.V. 


the change. Christians need a 
translation that they can depend 
upon, as giving what the original 
says, rather than what modern- 
ists think it ought to say. 


Nothing but harm can. result 
from the use of a book that 
introduces needless contradiction 
and confusion into the relation be- 
tween the two Testaments, and 
makes the apostles seem _ to 
build their arguments in many 
cases on total misunderstanding 
of the Old Testament. Most read- 
ers are not trained to check the 
Hebrew original at every point, 
and even if so trained, would 
lack time to do it constantly. 
They need a more faithful transla- 
tion of the original than the RSV, 
if their Christian lives are to 
grow as they should.

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God’s Love Should Awaken 
Love in Every Heart 


God’s goodness is like the con- 
tinual wooing of a lover. “The 
goodness of God leadeth thee to 
repentance” (Rom. 2:4). How well 
I remember when I wooed and 
won my dear wife. When we were 
students in Baylor University to- 
gether at Waco, Texas, I worked 
hard to earn my tuition and board 
and other expenses. I carried the 
mail for the University Post Of- 
fice Sub-Station, I milked cows, 
I dried dishes, I clerked in the 
book store. Sometimes I wore 
patched clothing to classes. Some- 
times in the cafeteria my lunch 
was buns and potatoes and gravy; 
and yet I found ways and means 
to carry the gifts that my love 
dictated to the girl that I loved 
and whose hand was. even then 
promised me. 


She liked candy—not a little 
bag of gumdrops, nor a 5c bar. 
No, her favorite was “King’s Nut 
Trio.” It came in golden three- 
decked boxes, Brazil nuts and al- 
monds and pecans dipped in the 
richest chocolate, and it cost me 
one dollar and a half per pound! 
But, bless her dear heart, she 
rot her candy many the time, and 
I felt that if she would but. love 
me she might have all that my 
labor and planning and devotion 
could provide. 

I will never forget when. we 
went to the Junior-Senior ban- 
quet. I was a senior and she was 
a junior. The juniors entertained 
the seniors in the Gold Room of 
the Raleigh Hotel. She would be 
beautifully gowned and no one 
must outshine my sweetheart on 
that great night.

How can sinners resist such love 
of God? How can sinners. refuse 
such offers of mercy? How cana 
sinners refuse to love the -God 
and Saviour who loves us so? Yet 
men do resist God, reject His mer- 
cy, deny His Son and resist His 
Spirit. And that itself is all. the 
proof any man needs of the awful 
depravity of the human _ race. 
There ought to be, there must-be, 
there IS a Hell of torment for 
Christ-rejecting sinners who will 
not love such a God as ours and 
such a Saviour as He offers us. 


Many Men Hate God and His 
Son Jesus Christ 


Sometimes sinners have told 
me, “I suppose everybody loves 
God.” And I have been compelled 


to answer that they were greatly 
mistaken. Multitudes do not love 
God; rather they hate Him. I 
think all men have some sense of 
obligation to God and only a fool 
deceives even himself enough to 
say that there is no God. I think 
perhaps all men in some _ sense 
fear God. Men realize that they 
ought to love God, and yet they 
do not. 


Let us settle this by the words 
of Jesus Christ: “No man can 
serve two masters: for either he 
will hate the one, and love the 
other; or else he will hold to the 
one, and despise the other. Ye can- 
not serve God and mammon’”’ 
(Matt. 6:24). If we take the lit- 
eral meaning of the words above, 
then it appears that those who do 
not serve God do not love Him. 
Some love God and serve Him, 
some love Satan and serve him. 
Jesus said to the Pharisees, “Ye 
are of your father the devil, and 
the lusts’.of your father ye will 
do. He was a murderer from the 
beginning . .7.” (John 8:44). And 
Jesus said that they would mur- 
der Him because their father, 
Satan, was a murderer; that they 
would lie because Satan was a liar 
and the father of lies. 


Let us make it plain that Je- 
sus Christ is God in the flesh. 
No man can come to the Father 
but by Jesus Christ. He said, “I 
am the way, the truth, and the 
life: no man cometh unto the 
Father; but by me” (John 14:6). 
In Him: is all the fulness of the 
Godhead bodily (Col. 2:9). Christ 
is the express image of the divine 
Person (Heb. 1:3). God the Fa- 
ther has given all authority in 
Heaven and earth into the hands 
of His dear Son, our Saviour, Je- 
sus Christ, who died for sinners 
(Matt. 28:18). It is He who will 
be the Judge of sinners who re- 
ject Him, as surely as He is the 
Saviour of sinners who accept 
Him. To love Christ is to love the 
Father. For Jesus said, “I and 
my Father are one” (John 10:30). 

So we have here the plain 
teaching of Jesus Christ: ‘Either 
he will hate the one and love the 
other; or else he will hold to the 
one and despise the other.” Eith- 
er you love Jesus Christ and hate 
the Devil and sin, or you. love 
Satan and hate Jesus Christ. You 
would not like to say that you 
hate Christ. It would not sound 
well among the people where you 
pretend to be moral and clean and 
good. But the simple fact is, dear 
sinner whom God loves, if you do 
not love Jesus Christ, you hate 


Him. If you do not hold to Him, 


you despise Him. If you hold on 
to Satan, then that is _ proof 
enough that you despise Christ. 
Jesus said again, “He that is not 
with me is against me: and he 
that gathereth not with me scat- 
tereth” (Luke 11:23). 

Do not deceive yourself, reader. 
Religious leaders in the time of 
Christ pretended .to love God. 


} sepulchres, 


They went through forms of wor- 
ship. They prayed; they fasted; 
they tithed; they attended public 
services; they read the Bible. 
-|Outwardly they were moral and 
religious. And yet they hated Je- 
sus Christ. They lied about Him; 
they persecuted Him, Finally they 
had Him crucified. They murdered 
Him, and then gave Him vinegar 
with gall and mocked Him while 
He died! All their pretense of lov- 
ing God was a lie, a wicked, hell- 
ish lie! They were like whited 
beautiful outwardly, 
but full of dead men’s bones. They 
appeared righteous to men, but 
within were full of extortion and 
excess and all uncleanness. Small 
wonder that Jesus said to them 
seven times, “Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites!” 
(Matt. 23). And again, “Ye ser- 
pents, ye generation of vipers, 
how can ye escape the damnation 
of hell?” (Matt. 23:33). 

So it is with you, dear, deceived, 
sinning man, if in your heart you 
do not love Jesus Christ. If it 
came to a showdown with you, as 


it did with those Pharisees and 
scribes, you, too, would cry out, 
“Let him be crucified! Let him 


be crucified!” Those who do not 
love Jesus Christ hate Him, He 
said. Those who do not cling to 
Him or hold to Him despise Him. 
There is no halfway ground. It 
is either Jove or hate for Jesus 
Christ. If you have not trusted 
Him, have not penitently looked’ 
to Him for forgiveness, and have 
not received a new birth from 
God, then, I say it sadly, you are 
the enemy of Jesus Christ. You 
hate Him like those who crucified 
Him and are condemned as they 
were. 


This Hatred for Jesus Christ 
Is Why Men Are Con- 
demned to Hell 


In John 3:18 we are told, “He 
that believeth on him is not con- 
demned: but he that believeth not 
is condemned already, because he 
hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God.’’:Is 
that too harsh? Does it seem such 
a little thing for which a man 
must go to torment, just because 
he does not believe on Christ, does 
not trust Him for salvation? The 
verses which follow explain -that 
thus: 


“And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, 
and men loved darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds 
were evil. For every one that 
doeth evil hateth the light, neither 
cometh to the light, lest his deeds 
should be reproved. But he that 
doeth truth cometh to the light, 
that his deeds may be made mani- 
fest, that they are wrought in 
God” (John 3:19-21). 


There it is again. All who trust 
in Christ come to the light. Every 
sinner who in his heart longs for 
righteousness, longs to. please 
God, seeks after God, will trust in 
Christ. for salvation .the first time 
he ever hears the gospel. He will 
come to the light “that his deeds 
may be made manifest, that they 
are wrought in God.” But those 
who reject Christ and do not trust 
Him for salvation are those who. 
hate Him and love their sin. “Men 
loved darkness rather than light, 
because their. deeds were evil,” 
Christ is the Light, but “every 
one that doeth evil .HATETH 
THE LIGHT.” That, Jesus said, 
is the reason that sinners do not 
come to Him and trust Him. Sin- 
ners are condemned to Hell be- 
cause they hate Jesus Christ. They 
love their sins and hold tightly to 
them, despising Jesus and despis- 
ing the great God who is His Fa- 
ther and our Creator. It is a ter- 
rible doctrine, but it is true, that 
all who do not love Jesus Christ 
are condemned, and rightfully so, 
to eternal condemnation, Oh, sin- 
ner, if you do not love Him, how 
can you face death and judgment 
and eternity? Nothing, surely, 
could reveal your wickedness 
more than the fact that you do 
not love the lovely Christ, our 
Saviour and our Lord. 


God Will Put Love in 
Your Heart 


I know how helpless a sinner 
must feel if God requires any 
righteous ‘thing from us at all. 
A dear woman who was for years 
a Seventh Day Adventist came 
to me with a burdened heart and 
with tears and said, “I have tried 
and tried but I eannot gét peace. 
I am afraid I will never make it.

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I cannot live well enough to keep 
the law and be saved.” I assured 
her that every other person who 
ever tried it had come to the same 
conclusion and properly so. If any 
sinner reads this today with a 
solemn heart and admits that you 
ought to love God, surely you 
must be reminded that “in me 
(that is, in my flesh) dwelleth 
no good thing’ (Rom, 7:18). B 
myself, as I am according to the 
flesh, I am wicked. I am sinful 
by nature, a nature which I in- 
herited from Adam, a sinner, and 
from all the long line of my an- 
cestry since Adam who were sin- 
ners, all, all sinners! I am _ not 
only a sinner by birth but, God’s 
mercy be upon me, I am, I find, 
a sinner by choice! My nature 
runs after sin as naturally as wa- 
ter flows down hill. As swallows 
fly home in the evening, my flesh 
is pulled toward wickedness. 


Cockleburs and weeds do not 
grow more naturally in rich soil 
than sin grows in my poor heart. 
Is that your case, sinner? Do you, 
too, find yourself. unable to do 
right, unable to please God? Do 
you find, to your sorrow, that you 
do nat love God as you ought? 
Then, alas! what shall a sinner 
do? Thank God, we have the an- 
swer in’ God’s- Word. Romans—5:5 
says: 

“And hope maketh not ashamed; 
because the love of God is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Ghost which is given unto us.” 

Here is the way we can love 
God. If we turn in humble confes- 
sion and repentance toward God 
and trust in Jesus Christ, the 
sinner’s Friend and Substitute, to 
be our Redeemer and Saviour, 
then the Holy Spirit of God sheds 
abroad the love of God in our 
hearts! A sinner has no capacity 
to love God of himself, but God 
will put the love in his heart when 
he trusts in Jesus Christ. One 
who trusts in Christ is then born 
again, born of the Spirit (John 
3:5); and the Holy Spirit, coming 
in, works in that heart what the 
heart cannot do for itself. The 
Holy Spirit scatters everywhere 
in our hearts the love of God. So 
it is that sinners come to love 
God, not out of their goodness 
but out of His goodness. 

Did you ever notice that in the 
story of the prodigal son and the 
loving father in Luke, chapter 
fifteen, the father furnished ev- 
erything for his sinning son? The 
son brought nothing with him— 
no shoes, no robe, no food, no ring, 
no joy, and no fitness for sonship. 
He himself admitted he was fit 
only to be a hired servant at very 
best. But when the poor, tired, 
penitent sinner returned, the fa- 
ther ran to meet him and fell on 
his neck and kissed him. He fur- 
nished a robe for his body, as God 
furnishes the robe of righteousness 
of His dear Son for sinners. He 
furnished the ring, the signet of 
sonship and authority, as God 
puts the assurance of salvation in 
the heart and on the records in 
Heaven. He gave him shoes, as 
God gives the sinner the shoes 
of the preparation of the gospel 
of peace that he may testify to 
those who are so undone as he 
once was himself. The father gave 
the son the feast of the fatted 
calf, and oh, what a feast of re- 
joicing God gives when a sinner 
comes home! There is rejoicing in 
the presence of the angels, the 
joybells ring in Heaven and 


Tongue can never express 
The sweet peace, joy and rest 
Of a soul in its earliest love. 


So at the wedding feast the 
King provided the wedding gar- 
ments and none were admitted 
without one (Matt. 22:11, 12). 
Isn’t it fitting, then, dear sinner, 
that we who are enemies of God 
by nature and cannot love Him 
aright by nature, even if we would, 
are thus provided with divine 
love in our hearts, love that leaps 
up to meet the love which God 
extends to us? 

We may safely say, then, that 
all who are born again do love 
God. “He that loveth not knoweth 
not God; for God is love” (I John 
4:8). Truly, then, we who are 
saved “love him, because he first 
loved us” (I John 4:19). Jesus 
said, “If God were your Father, 
ye would love me” (John 8:42). 
And the divinely-inspired Apostle 
Paul said, “If any man love God, 


| Will Love Thee, O Lord... . 


the same is known of him” (I 
Cor. 8:3). To love God truly 
means that we have been saved, 
and to be saved means that the 
Holy Spirit has wrought in our 
hearts a love for God. 


Christian Love Sometimes 
Varies and Wanes 


It is a sad thing that the love 
of a Christian is not perfect, since 
Christians are not perfect. In 
these last wicked days we are in 
it is prophesied that ‘the love of 
many shall wax cold” (Matt. 24: 
12). To such people Jesus sent 
the message, “Nevertheless I 
have somewhat against thee, be- 
cause thou hast left thy first love’’ 
(Rev. 2:4). Though Christians do 
not lose their love, they sometimes 
lose the joy they had at first, 
the freshness and sweetness that 
was in their first love. But every 
saved person still has love for 
God, whether it is his first love 
or a love somewhat cooled down 
by the care and deceitfulness of 
this world. 


When I was a boy, in a revival 
meeting a man for whom Chris- 
tians had long prayed came back 
to God. We had supposed him an 
unregenerate sinner, but weeping, 
he stood before the congregation. 
and said, “Twenty years ago I 
was saved..Since that time I have 
wandered far in sin. Sometimes 
I myself doubted if I were saved. 
But always in my heart, unseen 
by the world, there was a little 
flame that never went -out. I 
could not destroy it. God would 
not let me go!” Surely that must 
be the experience of many a child 
of God. 


Do you remember how Simon 
Peter left his ministry and apos- 
tleship and went back to the. fish- 
ing business after Jesus rose from 
the dead? He had disgraced him- 
self and his profession. He had 
cursed and sworn and denied Je- 
sus Christ. I suppose he had the 
scorn of unthinking Christians and 
doubtless the mockery of the un- 
saved about him. But worse than 
all, he had the burning accusa- 
tion of his own conscience! He re- 
membered, I am sure, the pitiful 
eyes of Jesus as they turned and 
looked at him when the cock 
crowed the third time, and Si- 
mon Peter, the denier, went back 
into the dark and wept bitterly. 


So Peter seems to have given 
up. He went back to the old 
trade again. But after toiling all 
night on the little Sea of Galilee 
with no success, his heart must 
have been heavy when Jesus ap- 
peared on the shore. It is told 
in the twenty-first chapter of 
John. John, the _ beloved, the 
spiritually-minded, perceived that 
it was Jesus. With overflowing 
heart Simon Peter girded on his 
leather fisherman’s coat and swam 
to the shore. No boat was fast 
enough for him that day! Disap- 
pointed, a failure, yet with a 
burning fire in his bones, Peter 
was drawn like steel to a magnet. 
It may have seemed shameless, 
but full wel] I know how Peter 
felt. After sin and defeat and 
failure and heartbreak, I, too, 
have run back to God because I 
could do nothing else. He could 
understand me, He loved me, and 
the answering pain in my heart 
could find no ease until I knelt 
sobbing at His feet! 


Jesus cooked the breakfast that 
spring morning, broiled the fish 
on an open fire and when they 
had eaten with the old-time in- 
timate fellowship, Jesus turned to 
Peter and said, “Simon, son of 
Jonas, lovest thou me more than 
these?” Peter answered, “Yea, 
Lord: thou knowest that I love 
thee.” Jesus commanded him, 
“Feed my lambs.” Then the sec- 
ond time Jesus said, “Lovest thou 
me?’ And then again when the 
answer and command were re- 
peated, He said the third time, 
“Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou 
me?” Peter’s heart was altogeth- 
er broken. As a skillful surgeon 
might probe deep into a bullet 


wound to find the slug of lead,: 


so the question of Jesus Christ 
the third time cut deep in Peter’s 
heart until he could know and all 
the world could know what was 
there, and Peter cried out, “Lord, 
thou knowest all things; thou 
knowest that I love thee!” Peter 
did love Jesus. He loved Him 
though he denied Him. He loved 
Him when he had cursed and 
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sworn. He loved Jesus when he 
had quit the ministry. And, thank 
God, Peter was right. Jesus 
knew it! Well He might know it, 
for He Himself had put that unfail- 
ing spring of love in the heart 
of Peter when He saved him. 
Through the Holy Spirit, He had 
shed abroad the love of God in 
Peter’s heart. 


It is a marvel of marvels that 
the love of God is unfailing. A 
mother may forget her child, but 
Christ never forgets His own. ‘‘Nei- 
ther death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present, nor things to come, 
Nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to 
separate us from the love of God, 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord” 
(Rom. 8:38, 39). Ah, yes, but 
there is another side to that bless- 
ed story and that is this: nothing 
can stifle, nothing in Heaven or 
earth or Hell can utterly kill the 
love of God which is put in the 
heart of a child of God when he is 
born again. God not only loves us 
with an unfailing love; blessed 
thought, He puts in our heart an 
unfailing love for Him. I have 
failed Him miserably. Like David, 
I could sometimes say, “My tears 
have been my meat day and 
night” (Psa. 42:3). But at the 
same time I could cry out with 
David, “I love the Lord, because 
he hath heard my voice and my 
Supplications” (Psa. 116:1), and 
I could resolve firmly, “I-WILL 
love thee, O Lord, my strength.”’ 


Before Jesus came it was writ- 
ten of Him that ‘a bruised reed 
shall he not break, and smoking 
flax shall he not quench” (Matt. 
12:20). The fire that is in my 
heart seems sometimes to smolder. 
Like those of the five wise vir- 
gins, my lamp needs trimming, 
but it never goes out; for He who 
put. the oil in my lamp put the 
light on my wick. He will not 
quench the smoking flax and He 
will not break this poor, bruised 
reed of mine, sO poor an instru- 
ment of music as it is. But He 
loves it and has claimed it for 
Himself, and one day this bruised 
reed will be replaced and_ will 
make divine music in the ears of 
the God who made it, and with 
the breath of His Son who saved 
me, Praise be to God that every 
poor, backsliding heart can cry 
out, “Lord, thou knowest all 
things, thou knowest that I love 
thee!” 


I thank God that a Christian 
can grow to love Him better. If 
we keep His commands and do 
His will we find that the love of 
God is perfected in us (I John 2: 
5). As we read His Word, as we 
claim His promises, as we give 
free rein to the Holy Spirit with- 
out quenching or grieving Him, 
He will develop the love in our 
hearts _until it burns in a holy 
conflagration. 

Let every Christian, then, tell 
it abroad that we love God and 
let us boldly resolve and openly 
claim with David, “I will love 
thee, O Lord, my strength.” 


One Who Will Can Love God 


It is refreshing and sweet to 
hear David say, “I will love thee, 
O Lord, my strength.” Some peo- 
ple believe that love is a matter 
of accident like lightning, and no 
one can tell where it will strike. 
People speak of “falling in love” 
but that is not true. People walk 


into love and sometimes they very | 


vigorously climb into it. It is not 
an accident that one loves God 


and another does not. Those who. 


love God choose to love Him, de- 
termine to love Him, and so run 
to Him to have His love shed 
abroad in their hearts. 

Some foolish women think they 
ean hold their husbands’ love by 
cosmetics and style. They think 
that the tricks of the beauty shop, 
of hair-dressing and powder and 
paint, the cut of a dress or the 
plucking of an eyebrow, a slender 
form or a schoolgirl complexion 
will work the miracle of love in a 
man’s heart. How foolish they 
are! Outward tricks: may stir lust 
but we need to come back to the 


reverent conclusion that true and 


godly married love is safeguarded 


by the firm Christian character. 


and faithfulness of those who love. 
Any fool of a man could be at- 
tracted hither and yon by a youth- 
ful face and form and sex appeal 
if he were so minded. And like- 
wise, any good man with a high 
and holy resolve can set himself 
to love the wife of his youth and 


-- 


lution, by the help of God. Love, 
I say, is largely a matter of choice. 
If human love has ever wandered 
from the paths of human right- 
eousness, then we should remem- 
ber that we need not be the slaves 
of passion. Where once we loved 
we can love again if we choose 
to do so. Christ commanded hus- 
bands to love their wives even as 
Christ loved the church (Eph. 5: 
oa, . oo = Col. 3719), . and Christ 
commanded wives to love their 
husbands (Titus 2:4). Love is a 
matter of duty. Where God com- 
mands, He gives the power to ful- 
fill the commands. We can love as 
we ought. 


So, then, let us who have been 
saved take courage. We can give 
ourselves to the love of God and 
with a holy resolve and earnest 
effort put ourselves in His will, 
seek to know Him better. God will 
direct our hearts into the love of 
God (II Thess. 3:5). 

Sinner, you can love God. You 
ought to love God. Why not, then, 
completely surrender all to Jesus 
Christ, trust Him for forgiveness 
and let Him put in your heart the 
sweet love that passeth the love 
of women; love greater than that 
of David and Jonathan? It is mar- 
velous that God loves us. It is 
twice marvelous that He puts love 
in our own hearts and helps us 
fulfill His desires in response to 
His love,

that mystery is to be found in 
the thirty-fifth verse of the first 
chapter of Luke’s Gospel, where 
when Mary asked, “How shall this 
thing be, seeing J know not a 
man?” the angel replied, ‘The 
Holy Ghost shall come upon thee, 
and the power of the Highest shall 
overshadow thee: therefore also 
that holy thing which shall be born 
of thee shall be called the Son of 
God” (Luke 1:35). 

Now this is what we mean when 
we talk about the incarnation. It 
means that when Jesus Christ 
came into this world He came 
with two natures, a human nature 
and a divine one, and that this 
was brought about by the miracu- 
lous manner of His birth. 


“But,” you say, “the thing seems 
so utterly impossible.” Nothing is 
impossible with God! If God could 
perform one miracle He could per- 
form a hundred miracles just as 
hard, or harder, if anything could 
be hard with God. What kind of 
God does the modernist want us to 
worship anyhow? A God who can’t 
do this, and can’t do that, and 
can’t do the other thing, or who 
if He can do it, must not do it 
because it seems so much more 
rational to do it some other way. 
I believe in a God who can do 
anything, and I am ready to be- 
lieve anything and everything the 
Word of God says He did do, Why. 
not? 

“But,” you say, “the whole 
thing seems so unnecessary.” It 
takes an infinite amount of con- 
ceit for little, finite, erring indivi- 
duals like you and-me to say what 
was necessary and what was not 
necessary in so stupendous an 
event as the bringing into the 
world of the Only Begotten Son 
of God. If Christ was to offer-Him- 
self a sacrifice for your sins and 
mine, He had to be sinless Himself, 
and it was the miracle of His birth 
that precluded the possibility of 
moral taint from thé earliest mo- 
ment of conception. 


“But,” you say, “why are there 
not more witnesses to it in the 
Bible?” Well, how many witness- 
es does God require to establish 
His Word as true? It is recorded 
by the prophets before His birth, 
and by two of the evangelists after 
His birth, and is supported by the 
question of Mary to the angel, 
and by the conduct of Joseph as 
we have already seen, and all of 
this in language too clear to be 
denied. 


“But,” you say, “if it were 
true, the other writers would have 
known about it, and their silence 
therefore implies their denial of 
it.” But you are far from the truth 
here. Their silence implies their 
acceptance of it, or they would 
have made correction where the 
others had gone into error. 


If, however, silence on the part 
of one or more means denial, then 
there is altogether little indeed in 
the whole New Testament that 
can be relied upon, e.g., the first 
three Gospel writers are silent 
about the resurrection of Lazarus: 
therefore it never took place. 


John makes no reference to the 
transfiguration: therefore there 
was none; although Matthew, 
Mark and Luke say John was one 
of the three who saw it. 


Matthew and Jcin say nothing 
about His ascension: therefore it 
never occurred: 

Mark and John say nothing at 
all about His birth: therefore He 
was never born. These two evan- 
gelists begin with His public min- 
istry, and so there was no occasion 
to say anything about His birth, 
virgin or otherwise. But they both 
specifically called Him the Son 
of God, and John repeatedly spoke 
of Him as the “only begotten Son 
of God.’ What does “‘beget” mean? 
It means to “generate.” It means 
to “bring into existence.’ Did John 
mean “begotten of Joseph,” or did 
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he mean ‘begotten of God’? 

“What think _ye. of Christ? 
Whose son is he? Is he the son of 
Joseph?” 

The prophets say, ‘‘No!” 

Matthew says, ‘‘No!” 

Mark says, “No!” 

Luke says, ‘No!’ 

John says, “No!” 

Mary says, “‘No!” 

Joseph says, “‘No!” 

Jesus says, “No!” 

God says, “No!” 

The modernist says, “Yes!” 

And all I can say is, God pity 
the man who, with the Word of 
God open before him, lends himself 
to this sacrilegious but futile at- 
tempt to snatch from the blessed 
brow of Jesus this masterpiece of 
the incontrovertible evidence of 
His glorious Godhood. 


“The Word was made flesh and 
dwelt among men” (John 1:14). 
I thank God that Jesus came. He 
might have come some other way, 
but I can think of no more beauti- 
ful way or more sensible way He 
could have come than by the way 
the Bible says He did come-—- 
through .His supernatural virgin 
birth. 


Christ Came to Destroy the 
Works of Satan 


But here is another question 
just as important, and from a cer- 
tain standpoint even more so. Why 
did He ever come at all? -What 
was the real meaning of the incar- 
nation? What was its purpose? 
Well, there was more than one 
purpose. Let us see what the Word 
of God says. 


In I John 3:8 we are told, “For 
this purpose the Son of God was 
manifested that he might destroy 
the works of the devil.” Is it not 
a bit of the most glorious news you 
ever heard? You know what the 
works of the devil are: murder, 
lying, lust, and everything else 
born in Hell. 

There is only one thing in God’s 
world that I am afraid of, and 
that is sin. No man ever played 
with sin that sin didn’t get the 
better of him. Don’t try to play 
with sin. If you must play with 
something dangerous, then go out 
into the field and pick up a rat- 
tlesnake and let it play in your 
bosom, “Go down to the electric 
road and play with the third rail. 
Reach up into the skies and play 
with God’s forked lightning: but 
for God’s sake and your soul’s 
sake don’t play with sin.

He tried to drop the wire as 
it hissed and sputtered at white 
heat, but it wouldn’t let go. He

Oh, 
I’m already burdened with a sense 
of guilt; I’ve sinned enough al- 
ready to lose my soul a thousand 
times over; the burden of guilt 
is like a thousand millstones, and 
it seems to press my soul down- 
ward toward Hell.” Yes, that is so; 
but I have another piece of good 
news for you. 


Christ Came to Take 
Away Our Sins 
In I John 3:5 God’s Word says, 
“Ye know that he was manifested 
to take away our sins.” 


I tell you, to the man who 


1 knows his sin and loathes it, the 


man who hates the memory of his 
sin, the man whose soul is lashed 
with the whips of a guilty consci- 
ence—to this man the sweetest 
story ever told, the sweetest song 
ever sung, the sweetest message 
ever delivered is the glad news 
that in some mysterious way 
which he can never quite fully 
comprehend, Jesus Christ puts 
Himself underneath his sin, under- 
neath all that is foul and vile in 
the experience of-the past, lifts it 
up and off from his soul, and 


takes it away. That is what He 
came to do. 
You say: “My thoughts have 


been dirty and impure”; and the 
message rings out: “It’s all taken 
away.” He says: “I will remove 
thine iniquities from thee as far 
as the east is from the west” 
(Ps. 103:12). 


You say: “I’ve cursed and 
blasphemed and profaned’; and 
the word rings back, “It’s all taken 
away.” He says, “I will cast all thy 
sins behind my back” (Isa. 38:17). 


You say, “I’ve led a double life; 
I have a virtuous wife, but I’ve 
not been true to her’’; and the glad 
news leaps out from the pages of 
God’s Word, “It’s all taken away.” 
He says, “I will cast all thy sins 
into the depths of the sea’ (Micah 
C19). 


You say, “I’ve been.a crook and 
a liar and a thief’; and God’s 
answer is, “It’s all taken away.” 
He says, “I will blot out thine 
iniquities as a thick cloud” (Isa. 
44:22). 


But you say, “I took a man’s 
life in cold blood.” Yes, and you’ve 
done something worse than that; 
you've crucified the Son of God; 
your sin wove the crown of thorns 
and pressed it down on His brow; 
your sin fastened Him to the 
cross; your sin drove the spear 
into His side, and it was your sin 
that broke His heart. But I can 
hear the angels shouting down 
from Heaven, “It’s all taken 
away.” God says, “I will remem- 
ber thine iniquity against thee 
no more forever’ (Jér. 31:34). 


He was manifested to take away 
sins. Oh, I wish I could paint a 
picture of Jesus on the cross that 
would break your heart and bring 
you to Him. The wonder to me is 
that the whole mob around the 
cross, instead of one poor penitent 
thief, didn’t become a band of 
penitents and sob out their sorrow 
for the sins they had committed. 


Christ Came to Reveal 
the Father 


“O,” I hear you say, “all this 
is too good to be true.” Well, that 
is because you don’t know God. 
And here comes the other purpose 
of the incarnation—He was mani- 
fested to reveal the Father, and 
so in John 14:9 Jesus says, “He 
that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father.” 


You have had an idea that God 
is a vindictive God, and that He 
delights in blood-and likes to pun- 
ish and takes pleasure in letting 
a man go to Hell. But you do not 
know God,: that is all, if that 
is your idea of Him. 

The only perfect revelation God 
ever made of Himself, He made in 
Jesus Christ, and if you will 
look at Him through Jesus Christ 
you will know what kind of God 
He is. “He that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father.” 

The old hymn runs, “God is 
reconciled.” But I don’t like it. 
I took my concordance the other 


day and looked up the word 


“reconciled,” and I found many 
places where it talked about our 
being reconciled to God, but I 
could not find any place where 
it said God was reconciled to us. 
Jesus revealed God as a Father 
and as a Father He does not need 
to be reconciled. He is waiting for 
you to come and be reconciled to 
Him. The only place in the Bible 
rwhere God is represented as run- 
ning is in the story of the Prodigal 
Son, where the Father runs out 
to meet His penitent, returning 
child. 


This story is told by a man 
whose name is Brown, an honored 
evangelist now in glory. He had 
conducted a meeting in one of the 
towns of Wisconsin. He went away 
and a little later he got a letter 
from an old man by the name of 
Stewart, telling him that his boy 
had left home saying he would 
come back, but he did not know 
just when. The letter stated: “Mr. 
Brown, you travel a good deal; if 
you ever see my boy tell him his 
father loves him and that his 
mother is dying to have him come 
home.” 


Two years later Mr. Brown 
went back to that town and the 
first man he saw when he stepped 
off the train was old Mr. Stewart. 
It was a cold, raw day and Mr. 
Brown said: “Why, Mr. Stewart, 
what are you doing there?” The 
old man replied, “My son.” Said 
Mr. Brown, ‘Why, hasn’t he come 
yet?” “No,” answered the father, 
“but I’m sure he will and I’ve 
met every train since he went 
away.” 


After eleven years Mr. Brown 
went to the same town and as he 
stepped from the platform the first 
person’ he saw was old Mr. Stew- 
art. His hair was white as snow; 
his brow was wrinkled and his 
form was bent. He said, ‘Good 
morning, Mr. Stewart.” 

But the old man had forgotten 
him, and he asked, “Who are 
you?” 

Mr. Brown made himself known 
and asked him why he was there 
and the old man said, “I’m wait- 
ing for my boy.” 

“Why, hasn’t he come yet?” 

“No,” said the old man, “we 
haven’t heard anything, but I’m 
sure he’s coming, and I thought he 
might be here this morning.” 

“Just then,’ said Mr. Brown, 
“I saw a stalwart young man com- 
ing down the steps of the car, and 
I said to myself; If I was not sure 
the boy was dead I would say 
that was the son.” But the other 
eyes had seen him, too, and the 
old man started, dropped his cane, 
and ran as- fast as his tottering 
limbs would let him, and in less 
time than I can tell it the boy 
was in his father’s arms. 

And the old white-haired man 
sobbed out: “O my son, thank God 
you have come!” Then turning to 
Mr. Brown, he said, “Mr. Brown, 
I would have waited until I died.”’ 

Something like that is God's 
love for you, and a yearning some- 
thing like that is what God has 
in His heart for you. He has been 
waiting for some of you now thir- 
ty, forty, fifty, sixty years, and 
you’ haven’t come yet. But if 
Christ was made flesh and dwelt 
among us for the reasons we have 
seen, and if God loves like a 
father and is a God like the God 
we know Him to be, I think if I 
were you I wouldn’t keep Him 
waiting longer. 

And yet you know there is a 
limit. 


There is a time we know not when; 
A place we know not where; 

That marks the destiny of men 
To glory or despair. 


For someone, for you, God only 
knows, that time and that place 
may be now as you read this ser- 
mon, : 


Prodigal, Come Home to God!
